However, the fossil record 
shows many, many types of past species with much more variety than today. It actually seems that out of 
many, only a few remained.’ 


‘Maybe we've wiped them all out. | mean, here we are embarking on the fortieth century. How many millions of 
species have become extinct over the last billion years or so?' Sam realised that this was actually irrelevant 
to Kyle's argument, but she needed to say something. God, she hated being lectured. 


‘Evolutionary theory also says that out of the oft-quoted ‘primordial soup' and chaotic conditions, mere chance 
had it that mutations from radiation developed that made certain animals more adept at surviving. These 
evolved into other things and thus created this ordered ecosystem. Two things counter this theory, I'm afraid. 
Firstly, all shown mutations are neutral at best, while most mutations are at least detrimental to the 
organism's chance of survival, if not lethal. Survival of the fittest is a true concept but the idea of these "lucky" 
mutations is pretty much based on guesswork and wishful thinking. Plus, the Second Law of 
Thermodynamics - please remember, Miss Jones, that this is one of your Scientific Laws as opposed to just 
a theory - says that things tend towards chaos and destruction.’ 


Sam nodded. 'Yeah entropy. As a good friend of mine once said, "the more you put things together the more 
they keep falling apart."What of it?’ 


‘Basically this - Darwin's evolutionary theory is in direct contradiction to the Second Law of Thermodynamics, 
saying that out of an unordered mess, order developed.’ Kyle smiled. 'Had enough?’ 


‘Yeah.’ Then she held up her hands.'But you can't deny fossils. | mean, hey, they found that bird thing that 
linked reptiles to avians, didn't they? | don't recall them chancing on a perfectly preserved Garden of Eden.'

All 
examples of "evolution" that are offered are microevolution - where traits of a species change but the species 
doesn't become a new species. You know the pepper moth?'

This is 
not evolution - the pepper moths didn't become something new, they were still pepper moths. Just look at the 
different races of mankind back on Earth.

No, Sam, despite the evolutionists’ theories -and they've had the best 
publicity, often simply because it can be used to discredit the Bible - there has never been a proven example 
of macroevolution.'
